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NEW DANGER IN THE UN 


Some weeks ago, we noted 
the fact that the United 
States is in for serious 
trouble if it does not get 
out of the United Nations. In 
case anyone has forgotten it, 
the United Nations was formed 
under the guiding hand of 
Alger Hiss, later convicted 
of perjury for lying about 
his communist connections. 
It has always been a hotbed 
of communist and left-wing 
activity. However, in votes 
on major issues, for a time 
the Western nations managed 
to maintain their position. 


But this is no longer so. 
Nearly 30 new countries have 
become members of the UN in 
recent years. Many of these 
new nations not only lean 
toward Red Russia, but they 
have no tradition or experi- 
ence in democratic government 
or in the true meaning of 
liberty. Yet, so far as votes 
in the United Nations are 
concerned, each one of these 
countries has as much power 
as the United States. This 
means, if we remain in the 
United Nations, thatthe time 
is fast approaching when 











we will be at the mercy of 
extremely dangerous notions 
in deciding major questions - 
questions which involve the 
liberty and well-being of 
all Americans. 

A recent special dispatch 
to the New York Times from 
the Belgian Congo gives point 
to this concern. The Belgian 
Congo is in Africa. It has 
been a colonial possession of 
Belgium for more than half a 
century. At the end of this 
month it is to achieve its 
independence. And in due time 
it will become a member of 
the United Nations with a 
vote equal to that of the 
United States. 

It goes without saying that 
we sympathize with the desire 
for freedom of these colonial 
peoples. But we must also 
face the fact that ‘indepen- 
dence’ and ‘freedom’ have an 
entirely different meaning to 


JETS, TANKS - AND YOUR 


A few details are beginning 
to appear on what happens to 
some of your dollars - the 
tax dollars which you must 
continual ly pour into Washing- 
ton.

No matter how much we sym- 
pathize with the wish for 
freedom of these peoples, are 
we willing to stay in the 
United Nations and permit 
them to decide how we should 
act on vital issues affecting 
our own freedom?

ofthe Second World War. These 
foreign giveaways are one of 
the President’s pet projects. 
But they were begun by his 
predecessors, and there is 
very little difference among 
the presidential candidates 
of either party on this ques- 
tion of giving away other 
people’s money — yours. 
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The big excuse, especially 
for the military foreign 
handouts, is that they help 
to withstand the communist 
menace. That’s a pretty silly 
excuse, particularly when we 
see other foreign handouts 
going to communist countries. 
Also, it overlooks the fact 
that there is no better way 
to bring about the triumph of 
the communist idea than to 
spend ourselves into bank- 
ruptcy. But let us see what 
has happened to some of this 
military aidto foreign lands. 

Somewhere in the Far East 
there is a nation (its name 
was not revealed) to which we 
sent more than 400 jet planes 
paid for with your money. 
What they are used for, if 
anything, is anybody’s guess, 


because we sent two and a half 
times as many planes as there 
are qualified pilots in that 
country to fly them. 

Nine million dollars of 
your money went for a big 
batch of tanks to another 
country. This country did 
have active tank batallions. 
They consisted of 30 men. We 
sent enough tanks to supply 
each man with eight tanks! 
Maybe he strings them togeth- 
er and runs them like a 
railroad train. 

Another country began de- 
mobilizing some of its forces 
three years ago. Our officials 
knew about it too. But when 
you start giving away other 
people’s money, evidently it 
is awfully hard to stop. So 
the military handouts to this 
country went right on, and 
there is now 100 million 
dollars’ worth of military 
equipment — which you paid 
for - lying idle there. 

In view of all this, it is 
not surprising that the bu- 
reaucrats in Washington are 
always looking around for new 
ways to squeeze more money 
out of the poor old taxpayer. 
However, the tax-grabbers 
have a problem on their hands 
- the problem of keeping the 
overburdened taxpayer from 
howling too loud. In this 
connection, the evils of the 








withholding tax have been 
mentioned before. This is the 
method, as you know, by which 
your employer takes out of 
your pay each week - before 
he hands you your pay enve- 
lope - the cut which must be 
sent to Washington. One of 
the several evilsof this sys- 
tem is that it fools the tax- 
payer. He gets into the habit 


INVOLUNTARY SERVITUDE 


Now the tax-grabbers are 
fooling around with still 
another idea to kid the poor, 
dumb taxpayer. They are talk- 
ing about applying this 
withholding method to divi- 
dends. Dividends, of course, 
are the share of the earnings 
of numerous big and little 
companies which are paid each 
year to millions of small in- 
vestors all over the country. 
These dividends, incidentally 
are already subject to what 
is really a form of double 
taxation. A company’s earn- 
ings are heavily taxed before 
it can pay out any dividends 
to the millions of people who 
are willing to risk their 
funds in the growth of Ameri- 
can industry. Then, after the 
investor gets his share of 
what is left, he must pay 
taxes again on those earnings. 
But now the bureaucrats would 
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of thinking his earnings are 
what’s left in the envelope. 
He does not realize that the 
Washington bureaucrats have 
cut themselves in for a good 
slice of his earnings. The 
result is that the taxpayers 
remain somewhat complacent 
about all the money that goes 
to Washington — and about 
where and how it is spent. 


like to get their hands on 
that second batch of taxes 
before they reach the tax- 
payer. He is not to be per- 
mitted even to hold them in 
his hand for a little while! 
However, aside from the 
inequities and costs involved 
inthis latest proposal, there 
is a point about the whole 
withholding idea — whether on 
wages or dividends or both - 
which is seldom mentioned. It 
involves the basic liberty of 
every American. Several at- 
tempts have been made to test 
the legality of the withhold- 
ing tax. But they do not get 
anywhere because, oddly 
enough, the government re- 
fuses to permit the question 
to go through our courts. 
Perhaps this is not so odd, 
because even a groupof judges 
like the nine members of our 
present Supreme Court would 


— 
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have a hard time justifying 
the withholding tax. And this 
is where a basic liberty 
is involved. 

Withholding taxes - any 
kind of withholding tax - 
forces those who withhold 
them to act as unpaid tax 
collectors for the federal 
government. The proper name 
for this is involuntary ser- 
vitude. Its ultimate end is 
slavery. This may sound like 


strong language for so mun- 
dane a thing as the col lection 
of taxes. But it is out of 
little encroachments on lib- 
erty that great tyrannies 
grow. We should always re- 
member that any political 
power which can force one 
part of our population into 
involuntary servitude might, 
if it is not curbed, force 
all the people into some form 
of slavery. - John T. Flynn

Lowell Mason is a very 
strange creature. There are 
probably not more than a hand- 
ful of his type in the United 
States - maybe even in the 
world. He is an ex-government 
bureaucrat who hates bureau- 
cratic tyranny, and who can 
write about it with perception 
and humor. At the moment, we 
can think of only one other 
of his genus - T. Coleman 
Andrews, who once headed the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue 
and resigned to carry on a 
relentless campaign against 
the income tax. 

Mr. Mason’s target is the
